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SUMMARY 


Production  of  the  9  major  fresh  market 
vegetables  (broccoli,  carrots,  cauliflower, 
celery,  sweet  corn,  lettuce,  onions,  tomatoes, 
and  honeydews)  trended  upward  during  the 
1970's  and  into  the  1980's.  Output  of  broccoli, 
cauliflower,  onions,  and  melons  more  than 
doubled,  with  the  biggest  gains  occurring  since 
1980.  The  advances  stemmed  from  higher 
producer  prices,  increased  per  capita 
consumption  and  higher  consumer  incomes, 
strong  export  demand,  and  a  growing 
preference  for  fresh  vegetables.  Although 
both  producer  and  retail  prices  have  trended 
higher  since  1970,  retail  prices  climbed  at  a 
faster  rate. 

While  reports  of  most  U.S.  agricultural 
products  are  declining  due  to  the  strong  dollar 
and  large  foreign  crops,  exports  of  fresh 
vegetables  continue  to  increase,  although  at  a 
slower  rate  than  during  the  1970's.  Vegetable 
imports  rose  31  percent  over  the  past  4  years. 
Fresh  vegetable  production,  consumption,  and 
imports  are  expected  to  continue  rising  during 
the  second  half  of  the  eighties. 

Among  processing  vegetables,  sweet  corn 
and  tomatoes  posted  the  largest  production 
increases  during  the  past  15  years.  Harvested 
snap  bean  and  sweet  corn  acreage  declined 
since  1970,  but  output  rose  due  to  higher 
yields.  Canning  dominated  the  processing  use 
of  snap  beans,  sweet  corn,  and  sweet  peas 
during  the  1970's,  but  in  the  1980's,  processors 
increasingly  have  shifted  to  freezing  these 
vegetables. 

Consumption  of  processing  vegetables  has 
declined,  except  for  frozen  sweet  corn  and 
canned  tomatoes,  which  rose  38  and  21 
percent,  respectively,  since  1970.  To  meet 
higher  demand,  carryover  stocks  of  frozen 
sweet  corn  and  canned  tomatoes  nearly 
doubled  between  1970  and  1984.  However,  the 
industry  reduced  carryover  of  canned  snap 
beans,  sweet  corn,  and  sweet  peas  due  to  high 
storage  costs  and  weaker  demand.  Wholesale 
prices  for  processed  vegetables  generally  have 
strengthened  since  1970. 

Broccoli,  carrots,  and  cauliflower  are 
used  extensively  in  fresh  and  processed  forms. 


Broccoli  production  tripled  since  1970, 
followed  closely  by  cauliflower.  Processing 
use  of  broccoli  rose  briskly  in  the  late  1970's, 
but  since  1980,  processing  use  for  cauliflower 
has  risen  faster.  Carrot  processing  use  showed 
a  slight  upward  trend  during  the  past  15  years, 
although  declines  followed  years  of  softer 
processing  prices.  Commercial  fresh  broccoli 
consumption  quadrupled  between  1970  and 
1982,  and  then  remained  constant  at  2.2 
pounds  per  capita.  In  contrast,  fresh 
cauliflower  consumption  only  doubled  between 
1970  and  1982,  but  then  rose  6  percent. 
Consumption  of  fresh  carrots  advanced  25 
percent  thhrough  1982,  but  declined  in  1983. 

Dry  edible  bean  consumption  remained 
stable  over  the  past  15  years.  However, 
production  and  prices  fluctuated,  largely  in 
response  to  shifts  in  export  demand. 
Production  of  colored  beans,  especially  pintos, 
rose  dramatically  in  1980  and  1981,  as  exports 
to  Mexico  boomed.  However,  following 
declines  in  Mexican  imports  since  1981, 
production  has  decreased. 

Except  for  green  peas,  production  of  dry 
peas  and  lentils  has  shown  an  overall  decline 
during  the  past  15  years.  Production  in  all 
classes  (yellow  peas,  green  peas,  Austrian 
peas,  and  lentils)  shot  up  in  1978  due  to  strong 
grower  prices.  Exports  waned  in  that  year, 
but  picked  up  substantially  in  1979  as  prices 
plummeted.  Domestic  consumption  of  dried 
peas  and  lentils  remained  stable. 

Potato  production  has  slipped  after 
peaking  in  1978  at  366  million  pounds, 
although  last  year's  harvest  approached  record 
levels.  Production  comes  mainly  from  the  fall 
harvest,  and  winter,  spring,  and  summer  crops 
have  fallen  off  over  the  past  15  years. 
Imports,  mainly  from  Canada,  nearly  doubled 
since  1970,  while  exports  shrank.  Potato 
prices  generally  trended  upward,  peaking  in 
1980  after  a  particularily  bad  harvest. 
Processing  use  continued  to  accelerate  during 
the  early  1970's  with  the  proliferation  of  fast 
food  restaurants.  Demand  for  potatoes 
appears  to  be  strengthening  as  retail  prices 
increased  through  1984  and  consumption 
advanced  steadily  since  1981. 
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Sweetpotato  production  has  declined  over 
the  past  15  years,  and  shifted  out  of  the 
central  Atlantic  and  Central  States  into  the 
lower  Atlantic  and  California.  California's 
production  more  than  doubled,  though  its  share 
of  total  acreage  is  small.  Generally,  grower 
prices  strengthened  throughout  the  1970's. 
Although  consumption  of  4.2  pounds  per  person 
in  1982  represented  a  13-year  high,  weaker 
prices  in  the  1980's  may  reflect  a  decline  in 
the  demand. 

The  total  mushroom  value  more  than 
doubled  since  the  1970/71  season  to  $486 
million,  while  canning  value  decreased 


between  1978  and  1984.  Exports  of  canned 
mushrooms  vary  widely  from  month  to  month, 
though  a  general  upward  trend  since  1978  has 
supported  increased  production  and  prices. 
Mushroom  imports  are  shifting  from  fresh  to 
frozen.  Demand  for  both  fresh  and  canned 
mushrooms  strenghtened  in  the  late  1970's  and 
in  the  early  1980's.
